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Instructors are finding tape recordings useful reference 
sources.

That’s how Brother Leo, di- 
rector and principal LaSalle Acad- 
emy Providence, I., sums the 
results his progressive boys’ college prep 
school has obtained with the use 
new language laboratory. LaSalle Acad- 
emy, with enrollment 1300, 
run the Brothers Christian 
Schools. Founded 1871, the 
largest school its type Rhode 
Island. 

“There are many advantages derived 
from the use our language labora- 
tory,” states Brother Leo. “But one 
the most outstanding the fact that 
this electronic marvel has helped stu- 
dents overcome shyness. Prior in- 
stallation the lab January, many 
the pupils would shy away from 
oral classroom work languages. Now, 


they don’t seem mind all, and they 
just stand and spout. enables 
give the student much more indi- 
vidual attention than would get 
classroom. has the opportunity 
correct himself, and mainly, the stu- 
dents’ speaking ability improved im- 
mensely. The laboratory has taken all 
the drudgery from drill work, since 
handle grammar along.” 
Brothers Leo, who directs faculty 
56, explains that several considera- 
tions led the school’s installation 
language laboratory. “First, were 
unhappy with the state our language 
department since felt students were 
not being adequately prepared for col- 
lege. The students were being taught 
read, not speak. Second, firmly 
believe that pupils should know extra 
language. Many them will work 
overseas, will visit foreign countries 
later life. Then there are, course, 
the obvious. cultural reasons for know- 
ing another language. believe that 
college boards will soon requiring 
oral tests addition written ones. 
This was clincher for us. realize

most modern and progressive method

Like most schools, Holy Cross also 
has motion picture projector for use 
with both large and small screens. Ours 
wheeled cart from auditorium 
classroom. make good use the 
extensive school film library provided 
the Milwaukee Public Library and 
Museum. After previewing the film, the 
teacher prepares her students for view- 
ing it, that the film will the 
greatest benefit the class. 

Tape recording important means 
greatly enriching the learning experi- 
ences pupils. use the tape re- 
corder working with individual pupils, 
small groups, the entire class.

Re- 
cordings our own classroom dramatics 
are quite revealing. have found the 
tape recorder valuable means self- 
analysis for both teachers and pupils 
when presenting speech musical pro- 
ductions. 

One our most extensively used 
teaching aids the filmstrip projector. 
There wealth excellent filmstrips 
available many subjects and grade 
levels. Another advantage that each 
picture the filmstrip can projected 
the screen for any length time for 
discussion and study. slide attachment 
for 2-in. slides increases its versa- 
tility.

Where Begin? 


matter how far school has ad- 
vanced the intelligent use audio- 
visual aids, wise stop occa- 
sionally and take stock all the 
materials which the school has its 
disposal. With staff co-operation, make 
complete inventory all the audio- 
visual aids available. Obviously, this list 
will include such machines projectors 
for movies, filmstrips, slides, and opaque 
materials, well tape recorders and 
record players. However, don’t neglect 
list some the most effective aids 
which are the nonprojection type. 
Such list should include: objects, 
specimens, models, stereographs, flat 
pictures, globes, maps, charts, graphs, 
diagrams, felt boards, bulletin boards, 
and chalkboards, well excursions 
which offer invaluable opportunities for 
firsthand observation. 

When making out audio-visual in- 
ventory, very probable that you 
will find some potentially valuable ma- 
terials gathering dust closet 
storeroom. One principal and her staff 
who were making such inventory dis- 
covered good slide projector, usable 
projector, well valuable 
maps hidden away closet.

school. Then seek answers why 
some are used very little not all. 
Usually lack ready availability figures 
the answer. so, centralized storage 
audio-visual aids may the answer. 
Assign person trained the use 
audio-visual aids organize and put 
into practice plan for facilitating 
faculty use these aids and for keep- 
ing them good repair. 

this point, usually pays good 
dividends distribute all teachers, 
copy the entire list available 
audio-visual aids with notation 
where each housed. Present the find- 
ings faculty meeting and invite all 
staff members suggest ways which 
the faculty can make better use these 
aids. Such approach provides excel- 
lent in-service emphasis better teach- 
ing. Many schools have found worth- 
while invite consultant such 
meeting someone well-versed audi- 
visual aids and their most efficient uses. 

Further involve your staff, ask- 
ing for their suggestions for additional, 
needed audio-visual aids. Obviously, 
when teachers themselves have voice 
requesting teaching materials, they 
are more interested making optimum 
use them. Through these democratic 
procedures, many schools are now mak- 
ing extensive, and effective use audio- 
visual aids improve their teaching. 
All teachers are involved, and everyone’s 
best thinking and co-operation used 
develop superior instructional pro- 
gram. 

After the inventory complete and 
teacher co-operation has been secured, 
you may wish buy additional aids 
for your school. What purchase de- 
pends some extent upon the grade 
levels the school and the requests 
made teachers. However, there are 
certain pieces equipment which are 
usable all grade levels. 


Widely Used Projectors

ment, where will you begin? Before de- 
ciding what make machine 
purchase, well remember that 
well-made, high quality products rep- 
utable manufacturers are the long 
run the most economical buy.

Understanding the Adolescent 


The adolescent. far from being the 
self-sufficient person may want 
appear to. be, reality experiencing 
accepted, understood, and loved, yet 
fears come too close anyone. 
has high ideals and strong sense mo- 
rality. trying find value sys- 
tem that will reconcile his desires with 
his ideals, his sense morality with the 
morals his society. confronted 
with the necessity for making serious 
plans about his future. Yet, has little 
desire take such responsibility. 
demands his freedom and independence, 
but runs when faced with their 

All these factors serve make the 
adolescent composite uncertainties, 
insecurities, and unfulfilled longings and 
desires. other period the life 
individual requires such 
degree adjustment does that 
adolescence. those who must work 
with the adolescent, Pius XII advises, 
“Study the child his tender age. 
you know him well, you will not mis- 
conceive his character; you will come 
understand him, knowing when give 
way and when firm.”? This under-

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standing, teachers must both have 
and give the student, can deter- 
mined only when know what 
must understand. Fundamentally, 
there are seven areas which the ado- 
lescent desires understanding from his 
teachers. 


Mental, Physical, Emotional 
Problems 

The first these areas necessitating 
understanding that the mental and 
emotional problems confronting the ado- 
lescent. teachers must realize that 
these problems arise from frustration 
his basic needs, from personal problems, 
and from tensions created the home 
school. Periods calm alternate with 
frenzied activity that one day the 
world extremely gay and glorious for 
him and the next full dejection and 
discouragement. These emotional prob- 
lems are among the most serious and 
often lead the greatest personality 
disturbances. Parents and teachers must 
see beyond the faults and frailties, 
adolescents’ praiseworthy efforts grow 
and leave behind these youthful 

adolescent likewise wishes 
understood his physical development. 
Upon careful study the adolescent 
one notices considerable change size

and shape. Due these changes there 
often results awkwardness and clumsi- 
ness which are source great em- 
barrassment the person. teacher 
who laughs shows annoyance im- 
patience, reveals thereby that fails 
understand. 

third area which adolescents 
seek understanding the matter 
sex. Adults who have forgotten the 
anxieties and worries accompanying their 
own development may show lack 
consideration this point. par- 
ticularly galling youth have 
normal and lawful interest this matter 
interpreted evidence sin perver- 
sion. childhood the principal reason 
for proper instruction the matter 
sex the danger receiving false in- 
formation from tainted sources. The 
reason still holds adolescence, but 
there the added reason that now youth 
must know the why and wherefore 
the sex impulses, order that may 
know how control them.* Youth ex- 
pect older people, especially parents and 
teachers realize its misgivings and its 
difficulties, and help through them. 


Security and Independence 

the crowning paradox the 
adolescent period that youth moti-

Like everything else, in- 
dependence matter learning; and 
the adolescent not given oppor- 
tunities school himself the art 
independent thinking, willing, 
ing, there little likelihood that will 
ever achieve full maturity.® 


Social Interests 

The fifth area which adolescents 
seek understanding that their social 
life and activities. Adolescents yearn for 
popularity and companionship. Most 
them dread loneliness and all dread the 
feeling that they are not liked not 
wanted. This need belong and 
accepted group naturally tends 
lead youths follow the crowd what 
said and done the fads and 
crazes which seem sweep through 
some schools like epidemics. This social 
instinct shows itself the impulse 
seek companionship, the desire please 
others, the inclination feel others 
and the willingness work with 
Adults find the adolescent’s 
strange loyalties, his slavish imitation 
others and his overemphasis 
opinion others very puzzling. Yet, 
the adolescent these things are perfectly 
natural and while could give you 
basic reasons for his behavior, ex- 
pects his parents and teachers under- 
stand it.

This the in- 
terest love which arises the ado- 
companionship nor crush for some- 
one, but the kind love which finds 
its realization marriage. this stage 
his development, looks the 
adults about him for example, guidance, 
and understanding. Naturally impelled 
this interest, cannot understand 
when adults look askance and even de- 
nounce his interest some occasions. 
Teachers can great service here 
aiding the parents provide the 
proper mental and emotional attitudes 
toward this interest. 


Ideals and Religion 

For many adolescents, the growth 
ideals integrated with religious con- 
viction. When harassed conflicting 
emotions, youth cherishes the security 
which comes from knowing that there 
order the universe and that 
though frightening ideas, may make 
anxieties concrete. 
aspects some religions give some 
young folk sense limits that they 
may need, for while least. con- 
trast, other young people find these 
constricting that they break with reli- 
gion altogether. yet other cases, 
youngsters are attracted the expan- 
siveness such concepts divine 
mercy and eternity and traditions 
that back the dawn history. 
the house worship, they feel them- 
selves unfolding. They sense deep and 
abiding security, belongingness that 


lifts them above the confines this 


adolescent will examine the 
religious attitudes and ideas his child- 
hood and seek the reasonable basis 
his faith. asks many questions for 
which expects satisfactory answers. 
Refusal answer, evasion doubts, 
and hints that losing his faith will 
lack understanding. 


Teachers Must Understand Youth 
The teacher who understands youth 
these seven basic areas well the 
road successful teaching. Teachers are 
the key adolescent’s happiness 
his school life. They have within their 
power the ability motivate and inspire 
youth high ideals and good living. 
Oftentimes they may able see the 
fulfillment these ideals the lives 
those they have taught. Certainly,

upon his students. 

teacher must instruct for the future. 
His philosophy life and his set values 
must such that can impart them 
his students something desirable 
for their future success. The adolescent 
must therefore, educated, first his 
spiritual and moral life. This cannot 
something the teacher remembers 
stated intervals, but rather, must 
integration these spiritual and 
moral values with whatever the student 
may doing. Pius XII states, “Your 
entire school and educational system 
would useless were this object not 
the central point your labor. Our 
Lord wants you strive toward 
aim with all your strength. has 
called you the vocation educating 
youth perfect 

teacher’s daily routine, her class 
preparation, the presentation the sub- 
ject matter the students, all must 
organized such way promote 
the best learning situations. Methods 
which have carefully been studied 
must allow for pupil participation and 
adaptability the level all students. 
Discipline must have for its object the 
promoting self-control the student, 
thus rendering him fit member 
human society. Everything teacher 
and does must serve that end. 


Youth Must Develop 

What there the life humanity 
that more transcendent than educa- 
tion? The child youth hope full 
promise for his family, for his father- 
land, for the whole human society, 
but the same time precious hope for 
the Church, for heaven, for God Him- 
self, whose image and likeness 
was made, whose son either

June 14, 1951, through the co- 
operation and guidance Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Henry Bezou, the superintend- 
ent schools the Archdiocese 
New Orleans, group Catholic physi- 
cians the local Catholic Physicians’ 
Guild undertook health program for 
the Catholic schools the greater New 
Orleans area, including health appraisal, 
education, immunization, nutrition, and 
emergency care. Development the 
program followed series conferences 
among several interested members the 
Catholic Physicians’ Guild and Msgr. 
Bezou. survey was made com- 
munity health facilities available but 
hitherto unused. Twelve representative 
Catholic pediatricians were invited 
join this original group. This physicians’ 
committee laid down the principles and 
formulated plans for the program. Rep- 
resentatives the Parish Medical So- 
ciety, State Board Health, and Coun- 
cil Catholic School Co-operative 
Clubs were attendance. 
obtain the enthusiastic support pri- 
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vate physicians and organized 
was decided that: 

All medical services rendered 
anonymous. publicity should given 
the role any individual physician. 

give more than hours yearly the 
program impractical idea long 
since discarded. 

Every effort would made re- 
duce the work load and conserve the 
time the volunteer physician. 

The medical contributions the 
program would controlled the 
physician’s committee. 

Emphasis would placed rec- 
ognition rather than treatment ab- 
normalities. 

Administration the program de- 
centralized. Emphasis placed per- 
formance rather than paper work. 
The city New Orleans divided ‘into 
zones. Each zone which there are 
four five schools attended 
physicians practicing that section 
the city nearby hospital. Zone

chairmen are completely responsible for 
the execution the program their 
own area and enlist the services 
other physicians, dentists, and lay per- 
sonnel they see fit. Zone chairmen 
automatically serve the physician’s 
committee. 

Successful operation measure 
the co-operation among the mothers, 
principals, and physicians. Each school 
encouraged consider its zone physi- 
cian its medical advisor. The Catholic 
School Health Program fresh con- 
cept preventive medicine and school 
health designed meet the needs and 
the finances the parochial schools. 
All services are voluntary among the 
physicians. The objectives the pro- 
gram are: 

examinations all parochial school chil- 
dren. 

encourage parents bring the 
children their family physican for 
this examination. 

furnish this service for those 
children whose parents are unable 
afford private medical care. 

standardize measures for emer- 
gency medical care. 

educate the child, his family, 
and teacher health matters. 

The initial group consisted only 
few members. has now grown ap- 
proximately active participants. 
There are quarterly meetings with 
Bezou and the chairman the health 
committee the Council Catholic 
School Co-operative’Clubs. These 
ings are for the purpose formulating 


y 
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plans and policies and giving direction 
the activities the group. This group 
has become known the Parochial 
School Health Committee. Most the 
participating members are drawn from 
the roster the Catholic Physicians’ 
Guild but there appreciable num- 
ber non-Catholics who give gen- 
erously their time and talents this 
program. The present activities the 
Parochial School Health Committee in- 
clude the following: 


Physical Examinations 

Physical examinations are provided 
for children the parochial schools 
and some nonparochial Catholic schools 
Orleans, Jefferson, and St. Bernard 
civil parishes the greater New Orleans 
area. From the outset, the Committee 
has stressed that these children should 
examined their private physicians. 
The function the committee has been 
examine those children who are not 
under the care private physician. 
These examinations are recorded the 
Louisiana State Department Health 
Student Health Record. The forms are 
provided free charge the Health 
Department. Each school maintains its 
own health records file. The children 
examined are only the first grade. 
Each year there are about 5,000 chil- 
dren who fall into that category. The 
number examined each year has av- 
eraged slightly more than 2200 children 
total more than 19,000 since the 
program began, without cost the 
parents. obvious that not large 
percentage the children these 
schools are from indigent parents. How- 
ever, the Committee has taken the at- 
titude that better examine the 


children after the parents have been 
urged but failed have the examina- 
tion done private physician rather 
than let the children unexamined. 
The educational value this program 
has been self-evident. 1951 the 
number school children enrolled 
the Archdiocesan schools greater New 
Orleans totaled 45,000. Since then this 
figure has grown 65,000. spite 
this great increase the total enroll- 
ment, the number physical examina- 
tions done this committee has shown 
steady decline. This can mean only 
one thing: since all the first grade chil- 
dren are required examined, more 
students are taken their private phy- 
sicians for examinations than ever be- 
fore. 


Visual Program 

The visual program has taken the 
form routine eye examination, using 
the Massachusetts test. Ophthal- 
mologist has served the committee 
since its beginning and has directed the 
visual program. Each school has been 
urged procure the inexpensive equip- 
ment needed for this test. The chairman 
for this program has given talks 
parent groups and has made available 
office time representatives from 
schools order instruct room moth- 
ers and others the use the equip- 
ment for the test. The test then con- 
ducted these trained mothers their 
respective schools. Some 39,000 eye ex- 
aminations have been administered with- 
out cost the parents. 


Hearing Program 
has been mentioned previously that 
not all the physicians who participate 


this program are members the 


Catholic Physicians’ Guild, even 
Catholics for that matter. outstand- 
ing example the chairman the 
hearing program. This program was 
initiated 1953. With the aid 
audiometer, the hearing tests have been 
conducted large number the 
children not only the first grade but 
the other grades the schools 
this area. 

1955, the Parochial Schoo! Health 
Committee received invaluable gift 
from the firm Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner, and Beane. This gift was 
Marmon-Herrington bus completely air 
conditioned for both winter and summer 
use. The bus was converted into 
healthmobile equipped with 
proof booth which insures more satis- 
factory decible sound level for the 
audiometer testing then could pro- 
cured school premises. This sound- 
proof booth was donated the South- 
ern Hearing and Speech Foundation. 
The healthmobile moves from school 
school for these tests. More than 20,000 
children have had free examinations. 
More recently the board trustees 
the Libby-Dufour Fund presented the 
committee substantial gift help 
carrying out this program.

All first 
grade parochial school children the 
city New Orleans except those at- 
tending the five schools with already 
established dental clinics and two Jeffer- 
son Parish schools were examined. The 
number children who have had free 
dental examinations comparable 
those experiencing eye and ear tests. 

keeping with recommendations 
the Dental Society presented its 
liaison representation this committee, 
the Parochial School Health Committee 
went record approving the 
oridation the city water supply for 
the prevention dental caries. 

Also their urging and advice, this 
committee lent support Msgr. Bezou 
his attempts remove the candy 
and soft drink vending machines from 
the parochial schools the grounds 
that these were dental health hazards. 


Polio Immunization 

1955 the Parochial School Health 
Committee undertook program ad- 
ministering the Salk polio vaccine 
the children the first and second 
grades the Catholic schools. De- 
siring immunize many eligible 
children (first and second grade chil- 
dren) possible, the Parochial School 
Health Committee sought and obtained 
splendid co-operation from Hotel Dieu 
Sister’s Hospital, Mercy Hospital, Touro 
Infirmary, Illinois-Central Hospital, and 
DePaul Hospital the supply syr- 
inges and needles.

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CITIZENSHIP TRAINING THE REALITIES GOVERNMENT 


One the greatest factors mod- 
ern life government, and its direct- 
ing, controlling, 
power becoming greater year after 
year. more naive days regarded 
the government greatly beneficent 
and participated actively the 
efforts make public service ca- 
reer, and have universities estab- 
lish professional schools for the train- 
ing public servants. Despite “the 
shame the cities” and the Teapot 
Domes, the words public servants 
really meant people with high sense 
dedication service the people. 
were the heyday the Wis- 
consin social leadership when State 
Senator Hatton Wisconsin had 
earlier expressed the purpose the 
mentality which the poorest citizen 
could write postal card his com- 
plaint, and have studied and fol- 
lowed any necessary action. Now 
see government closer range 
see imperative need for teach- 
ing civics the elementary school 
and the teaching political science 
the college which more realistic 
concerning what actually happen- 
ing government. The structure 
government must taught, and 
perhaps the salaries officers, but 
the amazing bureaucracy should 
revealed all its awfulness—a 
bureaucracy that believes the in- 
fallibility governmental communi- 


cations, and considers informal con- 
versation official action. must 
note the subdivision departments 
into offices, sections, bureaus, and 
what not, each little bureaucrat build- 
ing his empire order higher 
that can refer and pass the 
buck and have the lower echelons 
the work. One talks Congress- 
man about obvious injustice, and 
told “why should anyone like 
that ever have wanted job gov- 
ernment.” Maybe the young man 
read Father Keller’s literature from 
the Christophers. But even Father 
Keller might direct his attention 
the autocratic personnel departments 
called least one notable agency 
“ax men.” The administrative codes 
often made the offices con- 
trolled and included legislation are 
major factors the irresponsibility 
what are presumed public servants. 

These conditions ordinarily develop 
slowly, but they are times deliber- 
ate. extraordinary example the 
power the administrator the 
Veterans Administration whose ac- 
tion cannot reviewed any other 
official (including the President) nor 
any court (including the Supreme 
Court)! naiveté assume this 
recent case, the Supreme 
Court found the administrator’s ac- 
tion “arbitrary and capricious” but 
said could nothing about it, but 


added, piously enough, that the ad- 
ministrator might correct his own 
error. 

There great responsibility 
the schools teach students the ac- 
tual governments under which they 
are living. The development

cessive and even arbitrary govern- 
mental administration one the 
major tasks all school systems in- 
cluding the public schools. The citizen 
ordinarily powerless dealing with 
the bureaucracy but the possible cor- 
rective with legislators who make 
laws and judges who interpret them. 
Greater emphasis needs placed 
citizenship training, legislation, 
and judicial interpretation than 
executive routine which does not 
reveal the administrative absolutism. 
should reveal clearly the shift 
liberalism with its emphasis 
protecting individual rights lib- 
eralism that unabashedly statism. 
need have students see what 
the president the California School 
Technology called the “ugly spec- 
ter government” well its 
potentially beneficent aspects when 
well administered. must realize 
least the partial truth the state- 
ment: better have Satan write 
the laws and have St. Peter admin- 
ister them than have St. Peter 
write the laws and Satan administer 
them. There too much satanic 
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spirit public administration. 

This background must kept 
mind consider problems fed- 
eral aid education. Too often com- 
munities think they are getting some- 
thing for nothing. Utah’s refusal 
take federal aid indication that 
there may awakening. The im- 
portant result federal aid not 
the comparatively small amount 
money that given each locality, 
but the aggrandizement federal 
power and the imposition, through 
highly camouflaged bribery, poli- 
cies which the local communities have 
never adopted. The British Webbs 
Fabian fame long ago realized the 
amazing power the technique 
impose national policies 
ards local communities. They 
pointed out “The National Govern- 
ment (British) the course three 
quarters century from 1832 suc- 
cessively ‘bought’ the rights in- 
spection, audit, supervision, initiative, 
criticism, and respect 
one service after another, the 
grant annual subventions from the 
National Exchequer aid the 
local finances, and therefore, relief 
the local rate-payer” (p. 5). 

The authors comment for Great 
Britain that grants-in-aid are “the 
actualities administration rather 
than items pagentry, and mat- 
ter what presumed the Con- 
stitution, this “becoming the pivot 
which the machine really works” 
German bureaucracy “the 
American anarchy local autonomy.” 

The emphasis all teaching 
government should decentral- 
ization power. Lewis Mumford 
The Condition Man (p. 419) put 
the problem well: 

“The task our age decen- 
tralize power all its manifestations. 
this end, must build bal- 
anced personalities: personalities that 
will capable drawing upon our 
immense stores energy, knowledge, 
and wealth without being demoralized 
them. this point, Plato’s words 
The Laws cannot improved: 
‘If anyone gives too great power 
anything, too large sail vessel, 
too much food the body, too much 
authority the mind, and does not 
observe the mean, everything over- 
thrown, and the wantonness 
excess runs the one case dis- 
orders, and the other injustice, 
which the child Excess.’

The Federation unites the home- 
school groups the diocese for the 
purpose co-ordinating the spiritual 
and educational forces the home, 
school, church, and community pro- 
gram Catholic child training; offering 
through well-planned programs, informa- 
tion particular interest parents, 
and encouraging the maintenance high 
standards family, school, and com- 
munity life. 


Central Organization 

The Federation can great value 
the homes and schools diocese 
for its leaders plan and direct the activi- 
ties the affiliating Home-School As- 
sociations throughout the diocese. Our 
Federation members help organize 
Home-School organizations wherever 
they are asked help. They have pre- 
pared organization programs which are 
mimeographed sent where needed. 
They have available speakers explain 
the object the association and the 
role the parent education. 

Some object parent-teacher groups 
and say they are “gripe” sessions. Our 
Federation leaders control the criticism 
having worthwhile program planned 
for every meeting and all will busy 
with something constructive.

They have 
been great help pastors and teach- 
ers solving some their problems 
and carrying out new regulations con- 
cerning Catholic elementary education 
the Diocese Wichita. Such prob- 
lems as: Teacher-Pupil Ratio, Lunch 
Rooms, Library, Book Rental System, 
Health, Safety, Civil Defense, and vari- 
ous other problems regarding the rapid 
increase enrollment many areas 
have been considered. 


Training Leaders 

Workshops are held the Federa- 
tion during the year where presidents 
and other officers throughout the diocese 
may attend and learn better ways 
conducting their own meetings. 
not only the beginning that important, 
but each meeting must bear fruit for 
the benefit the child. Sister super- 
visors are often present and are some- 
times asked take part these work- 
shops giving talks explaining some 
part the diocesan school program such 
as: textbooks, report cards, homework, 
and various other problems that arise 
the minds parents.

There are many things school 
system that parents not understand 
for they are busy trying conduct 
business and earn living for the fam- 
ily. This where the supervisors help. 
They clear the air answering ques- 
tions these meetings. Parents under- 
stand more clearly that thing can- 
not changed there way endure 
patiently and gain merit rather than 
too critical and bring disfavor 
their child. 


The Superintendent Helps 

The Federation members are guided 
and inspired the diocesan superin- 
tendent and through them, can direct 
and help every school his diocese 


without really being there. Our super- 
intendent makes effort attend and 
give short talk each Federation 
meeting. this way takes the lead 
along the right path and the others 
follow his example. 

leaders meet with the superintendent 
his office and draw the rough draft. 
Our Home-School Federation and the 
affiliated associations have been suc- 
cess because these parents (men and 
women) have had the support and lead- 
ership our superintendent. Many 
parent-teacher groups have failed be- 
cause they were left alone with help 
guidance from pastor Sisters. 

We, the Wichita Diocese, have 
been fortunate having for our officers 
the Federation, parents noted for 
their prudence, efficiency, perseverance, 
and leadership. They have worked un- 
tiringly and are generously giving their 
time order make trips various 
parishes outside the city Wichita 
help when they have been requested 
so. 


Helpful Organization 


With all the affiliated associations 
functioning through the Federation, 
there bound closer union 
between the home and school. Parents 
will informed, encouraged, and will 
know better how implement their 
work the education their children.

Brussels, Belgium, 1959. Special in- 
terest was aroused particularly this 
time due the fact that many service- 
men who had attended the Fair had 
spoken home and shown movies 
slides what they had seen.

Purpose and Procedure 

Because the topic was timely, 
planned “Classroom World’s Fair.” 
The methods and projects intrigued the 
children throughout the year. The im- 
mediate purpose was gain more time 
for the essential subjects. give due 
stress the basic subjects and not 
neglect the required areas science, his- 
tory, art, primary social studies, health, 
giving oral reports third, fourth, 
and fifth grade room children was 
huge task. solve the problems, the 
following plan was devised. The fifth- 
grade geography period (20-25 minutes 
before recess) was set aside Friday 
afternoons for these subjects. Individ- 
uals groups children were assigned 
had selected given topics referring 
science, health, social studies, history, 
reading (enrichment outgrowth 
topic studied), arithmetic (such 
timeline medical discoveries and their 
dates, etc.) These individuals groups 
did much reference work and then pre- 
pared their projects. Friday after- 
noon one two groups presented their 
topics the entire room and conducted 
the question and answer discussion pe- 
riod. Because the children became eager 
and enthusiastic about the topic through 
the pictures, reports, and questions, the 
subject was then used for composition 
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work the English period that followed 
Friday afternoon recess. 


Numerous Exhibits Prepared 

These projects were displayed 
our “Classroom World’s Fair,” open 
the public, near the end the school 
year. diorama Eskimo Land, en- 
titled “The Far North,” was placed 
before large colored background show- 
ing snow scene with polar bears among 
the icebergs. 

Stand-ups sand table (made 
putting sand large cover from 
florist box) portrayed African scene. 
This was placed before large map 
Africa which showed, color, the coun- 
tries studied. 

The development the American flag 
through history was shown making 
sixteen these flags from construction 
paper. Below each flag was attached 
paper explaining the origin and use 
the flag. These were then suspended 
from string. 

mural comparing pioneer and mod- 
ern life had enriched the pioneer units 
reading. music mural showing 
music staff with notes and words 
up-and-down wavy fashion showed pic- 
tures drawn above and below the music 
illustrate the words.

Creatively drawn pictures ani- 
mals, especially birds, were made from 
crushed egg shells and wallpaper paste. 
After being attractively painted and 
shellacked, they promoted new inter- 
est nature. 

The progress civilization was illus- 
trated with crayons cardboards cov- 
ered with brown wrapping paper about 
and half two and half inches. 
the upper part each one was 
shown pioneer picture and the 
lower its corresponding modern picture. 
These illustrations were taped together, 
accordion style. Topics included ways 
getting news (peddler followed 
and radio), dress, travel, homes, means 
heating homes, outer space (looking 
the moon; now going the moon), 
writing (quills and latest fountain 
pens), and farm machinery. 

United flags, colored 
crayon, accompanied information 
about each country, had yarn attached 
leading their place world map. 


Cost Materials 

The cost the materials used was 
very little. The large cardboards were 
obtained gratis from the neighboring 
newspaper offices. Large sheets news- 
print two cents each were used for 
the large pictures. Because our classroom 
space premium, had for work- 
ing space only the long bookcase the 
rear the room. Therefore, our work 
was largely restricted paper cutting 
and the use crayon and chalk, ma- 
terials easily available. 


Profitable Enterprise 

The advantages accruing from this 
type teaching were numerous: (1) 
Rather than taking one entire day 
week for subjects such art, health, 
science, history, etc., only about half 
hour weekly was used. This gave the 
teacher more time devote slower 
pupils. the same time provided for 
the average and advanced pupils. (2) 
These projects provided excellent re- 
view for the fifth grade. (3) The chil- 
dren’s creativity was challenged doing 
the research work, making the project, 


explaining the class, and conducting 
the question and answer discussion pe- 
riod. answer find answers 
the many and varied questions that pop 
into the heads children itself 
challenge which helps develop leader- 
ship. (4) gave definite purpose for 
art projects, namely, present them 
ligible way. (5) Children became ac- 
quainted with various art media (espe- 
cially crayon and different ways using 
it), chalk, soap carving, sawdust mache, 
painting, and paper sculpture. Then, too, 
they learned draw freely and large. 
(6)What children learned through these 
projects remembered much longer 
than what they read textbooks. (7) 
much greater interest the essential 
subjects and library reading was

aroused. (8) Slow children who find 
their readers difficult challenged them- 
selves reference reading. This 
reading was not labored textbook 
reading because motivation was great.

Besides conduct- 
ing the “project” class, the children also 
acted explanation guides while the 
public toured the Fair during the exhibit 
days. (10) Children had learn 
organize their thinking, their talking, 
and their doing order prepare and 
present project successfully.

Has anything been done about the 
reading problem? Yes, our schools are 
doing something about it. They are try- 
ing improve the classroom teaching 
reading general, meeting the needs 
each child each classroom, and 
bringing each child his reading 
capacity. 

Sometimes parents inquire, all 
this fuss about reading? Isn’t learning 
read pretty simple process?” Read- 
ing complex process identifying 
symbols and bringing meaning 
them through past experiences. Reading 
and the extent which one’s reading 
ability approximates his reading capacity 
affects the human personality. The suc- 
cessful teaching reading requires the 
knowledge child nature, the psychol- 
ogy reading, and how bring these 
two together for the betterment the 
child.
